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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to communication filed on November 30, 2007. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed November 30, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

3. Applicant argues, with regards to claims 1 3 and 1 8, that the Van Den Hoven 
patent suggests reproducing a portion of the video stream corresponding to the selected 
representation but fails to disclose reproducing another portion in addition to the portion 
of the video stream corresponding to the selected representation. Therefore, Van Den 
Hoven does not disclose or suggest reproducing not only a part of the moving image but 
also the remaining part of moving image, if it is determined that a first button is pressed 
before a predetermined reproduction time is passed, as recited in said claims. 

4. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Van Den Hoven teaches producing a 
portion of the video stream(i.e. a key frame). As a video stream is made up of many 
frames, a frame is a portion of a video stream. The key frame is reproduced by Van 
Den Hoven in the browsing area(103) of a camera, and used as a representation of the 
video stream, satisfying the limitation of producing a part(i.e. a frame) of a moving 
image. The part of the moving image(i.e. the key frame) is reproduced on the right 
hand side of a display(see figure 1 ) for a predetermined period of time(i.e. the amount of 
time for the frame to appear at the top of the browsing area(103) and travel to the 
bottom of the browsing area). See column 4, lines 9-42. When a first button is 
pressed(i.e. a mouse button, column 4, lines 53-57), that key frame(i.e. a part of the 
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moving image) is reproduced, and also the remaining part of the moving image(i.e. the 
rest of the video clip that the key frame comes from) is reproduced. See column 3, lines 
59-64. 

5. Therefore, the Examiner is maintaining the rejection. 

Conclusion

the amendment does not change the scope of the claims or introduce any new matter.
